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Landowner loses mobile building fight

A STOURTON farmer claims he is 
being victimised in a row over 
planning permission which he 
says threatens to damage his busi¬ 
ness. 

Roger Bannister, owner of Prest- 
wood Farm, has been ordered by South 
Staffordshire Council to knock down a 
mobile home he erected nearly 10 
years ago. 

He says the building, which was 
being used as a day room by horse 
riders, has been a “lifeline” to workers 
at his stables during the cold weather. 

Now he is thinking of selling it to 
travellers to rebuild elsewhere but 
said he hoped a “compromise” could be 
reached. The 13ft high structure has to 


be taken down after government 
inspectors labelled it a blot on the 
landscape. 

Mr Bannister, who has owned the 
farm since 1979, applied for retrospec¬ 
tive planning permission in March, 
which was refused. The Planning 
Inspectorate has rejected his appeal, 
so he must remove the building. 

Replace 

He said: “You can’t help but feel 
there’s a certain amount of victimisa¬ 
tion going on here. 

“We had permission in 2001 to 
replace two old caravans with this 
mobile home and it has been used as a 
day room since.” 


The stables are run by Mr Bannis¬ 
ter’s daughter, Esther, and he says the 
business will struggle with no room. 

The Planning Inspectorate ruled 
that the unit was not suitable for the 
surrounding 15-hectare farm. 

At 710 sq ft, the construction was 
judged to be too big and not in keeping 
with other buildings. 

In her report, Inspector Elizabeth 
Ord said: “The mobile home, whilst 
subordinate in scale to other nearby 
buildings, is nonetheless of substantial 
construction and bulk and has a con¬ 
spicuous cream colour. 

“It detracts from its setting, appear¬ 
ing unsympathetic to its surroundings 
and visually intrusive.” 


FARMERS’ 

MARKET 

DROPPED 


A FARMERS’ 
market in Stour¬ 
bridge has fol¬ 
ded after more than 
seven years because of 
dwindling stall num¬ 
bers and concerns over 
its site. 

Sketts & Co, which has 
run the market in Stour¬ 
bridge since 2009, con¬ 
firmed the monthly event 
was no longer “commer¬ 
cially viable” to continue. 

The number of stalls has 
fallen from more than 80 when 
it was first launched to just 
eight in recent months. 

LOCATION 

The falling numbers of traders 
over the past year has been cited 
as the main reason for closure. 

But the organisers also blamed 
the market’s location in Coventry 
Street as a contributing problem, 
saying the street was not busy 
enough to boost trade. 

Dudley Council said it was “very 


sad” the market had folded and 
was eager to hear from other 
groups willing to take it over. 

The market was first launched 
in the early 2000s and was oper¬ 
ated for six years by LSD Promo¬ 
tions before being taken over by 
Sketts & Co. 

Originally it also ran down 
Market Street and Lower High 
Street and at its height had more 
than 80 stalls. 

LSD bosses pulled out, claiming 
the market could not expand in 
the location and also pointed to 
uncertainty over what would 
happen when the nearby Crown 
Centre was redeveloped. 

When the market was 
relaunched by Sketts it had 
around 25 stalls. This fell to just 
eight at the end of last year. 

But bosses from Sketts said the 
proposed Crown Centre work had 
not been a factor in their decision 
to end the market. 

Manager Russell Dean said: 
“Basically the market had simply 
become commercially unviable. 

“The number of stalls has 
dropped off in an incredibly short 
space of time and we had to make 
a decision on whether to agree to 
run it for another year. 

“We were just unable to con¬ 


tinue the operation in Stour¬ 
bridge. 

“At the end it felt like we were 
fighting a losing battle,” added Mr 
Dean. 

“Part of the problem was the 
location. Coventry Street is not 
part of the town centre with a high 
footfall and this would obviously 
have been of benefit.” 

Mr Dean said they would con¬ 
sider returning to Stourbridge in 
the future — but only if the council 
could offer a better location. 

“It is a case of never say never. 
We would be willing to talk to the 
council in the future but for the 
time being the market has closed,” 
he added. 

SHAME 

Deputy leader of Dudley 
Council, Councillor Les Jones, 
said: “It is a great shame the 
market has ended after so many 
years in the town centre. 

“Obviously we want to hear 
from any organisation who would 
like to take it over. 

“A lot of markets are being lost 
at the present time. 

“It is unfortunate but unless 
anyone comes along willing to run 
a market there is very little the 
council can do.”

Christopher Firmstone 

THE owner of an 18th century ances¬ 
tral home near Stourbridge said he 
had been given new hope of saving his 
home, despite his plans being hit by a 
further delay. 

A scheme to build 14 homes in the 
grounds of Wordsley Manor would raise 
£400,000 for renovations to the stately 
home. The Grade II listed building has 
been home to Christopher Firmstone’s 
family for 160 years. 

Mr Firmstone, aged 73, says parts of the 
house, off Meadowfields Close in Wordsley, 
are in a dilapidated state and the family 
could be forced to sell up due to the high 
cost of the works. 

Developers Selbourne Homes have been 
embroiled in a row with conservation 
group Natural England over the future of 
wildlife on the site. 

Positive 

Dudley Council’s development control 
committee last week agreed to defer the 
planning application for the new homes. 

The delay aims to give Selbourne Homes 
more time to draw up a suitable scheme to 
help protect slow worms and bats found at 
the site. 

Mr Firmstonesaid he was “heartened” 
that the plan had not been rejected. 

“I think that it is positive that they 
didn’t dismiss the plan and I am hopeful 
that another strategy can be organised so 
as to overcome these difficulties,” he said. 

“I’m actually extremely heartened by 
the decision and hope these wildlife issues 
can be cleared up.” 

Natural England objected as it says the 
developers do not have a scheme to protect 
slow worms at the site.

Community order for 
owner of dog in attack 


A BLACK COUNTRY dog 
owner has avoided jail 
after her pet “viciously” 
attacked a woman 
passing by with her chil¬ 
dren and left her needing 
surgery on deep wounds 
to her hands. 

The large bull terrier-type 
dog escaped from Sarah 
Billingham’s back garden 
and attacked Majma Bi, who 
was walking down the street 
outside with her young chil¬ 
dren. 

Billingham, of Adelaide 
Street, Brierley Hill, had only 
tied the family pet up with a 


piece of frayed rope, Dudley 
Magistrates Court heard on 
January 12. 

The dog will now be 
destroyed. 

The victim was left with five 
deep cuts to her right palm and 
a 2in wound on the back of the 
hand. 

She also had a number of 
slashes on her left hand, said 
Miss Rosie Sivia, prosecuting. 

A neighbour had to drag the 
animal from the victim after it 
leaped on her and bit her, the 
court heard. 

Billingham, aged 25, was 
given a 12-month community 
order and told to carry out 100 
hours of unpaid work. She must 
also pay £2,000 costs. 


District Judge Graham 
Wilkinson said: “It must have 
been absolutely terrifying for 
this poor woman and her chil¬ 
dren. 

“Your dog viciously attacked 
her and I’m afraid there’s 
nothing that can be done to 
prevent it being destroyed,” he 
added. 

Status 

Judge Wilkinson told Billing¬ 
ham he would not make her pay 
compensation as he expected 
the victim to sue her over the 
July 8 attack. 

He added: “Many people in 
this country have a pre-occupa¬ 
tion with owning large, power¬ 
ful dogs as a status symbol.”

THE KING’S SPEECH (12A) 

he British are conning!” 
famously declared screen¬ 
writer Colin Welland in 1982 
when he collected his Oscar for 
Chariots Of Fire. 

Nearly 30 years later, his prophecy 
seems to be coming true. 

Slumdog Millionaire was the toast of Tin¬ 
seltown in 2008, garnering almost every 
trophy in sight, and now The King’s Speech 
is poised to do the same, and win Colin Firth 
a well-deserved Academy Award into the 
bargain. 

Last year, the British actor was cruelly 
denied a golden statuette for his revelatory 
performance as a suicidal gay lecturer in 
Tom Ford’s directorial debut, A Single Man. 

This year, he should definitely practise his 
self-deprecating acceptance speech for this 
heartrending portrayal of King George VI in 
Tom Hooper’s majestic comedy drama. On 
Sunday he picked up the Golden Globe for 
best actor in the awards given by Hollywood 
Foreign Press Association, which are seen 
as a good indicator for the Oscars. 

Firth is matched laugh for laugh by Geof-

frey Rush in imperious form, and the cream 
of homegrown acting talent provides illustri¬ 
ous support, including Timothy Spall as 
Winston Churchill. 

The King’s Speech is an impeccably 
crafted chapter from recent British history 
that charts a remarkable and unlikely friend¬ 
ship between two men from opposite sides 
of the class divide. 

When King George V (Michael Gambon) 
dies in 1936, eldest son Edward (Guy 
Pearce) ascends to the throne, but his reign 
is shrouded in scandal as he continues to 
romance American divorcee, Wallis 
Simpson (Eve Best). 

Love triumphs over duty and Edward 
abdicates, forcing youngest son Albert 
(Firth) into the spotlight. 

However, the newly crowned King George 
VI suffers from a crippling stammer, which 
renders him unable to deliver public 
addresses. 

With war imminent and the country 
looking to its King for leadership, Queen 
Elizabeth (Helana Bonham Carter) 
approaches unconventional Australian- 
born speech therapist Lionel Logue (Rush) 
on the recommendation of a friend. 


“She said your antipodean methods were 
both unconventional and controversial. 
Those are two of my favourite words,” 
smiles Elizabeth, persuading Lionel to help 
her husband overcome his fears. 

The King’s Speech is a crowd-pleasing, 
heart-tugging gem, seen through the eyes of 
a man who is frightened to say a word for 
fear of what might - or might not - come out. 

David Seidler’s script elegantly dissects 
the relationship between monarch and com¬ 
moner, creating memorable exchanges that 
provide the film with huge laughs and a 
strong emotional heartbeat. 

Firth delivers the performance of his life, 
battling valiantly against his condition, while 
Rush is hysterical as the linguist who refuses 
any concessions to his king. 

“My castle, my rules,” he maintains. 

Their double-act is glorious, including an 
unforgettable barrage of expletives in the 
name of therapy. 

“Do you know the f word?” asks Lionel. 

“F... f... fornication?” replies Albert nerv¬ 
ously. 

The finale is guaranteed to have audi¬ 
ences cheering and sobbing with joy. 



Old Celtic magic brings 
horror into 21 st century 


OUTCAST-CERT 18 

O utcast is a wannabe 
horror film which draws 
on ancient Celtic tradi¬ 
tion and is set among the 
modern landscape of a bleak 
high rise estate somewhere in 
Edinburgh. 

The plot centres around a mys¬ 
terious mother and son who 
move into one of the flats and are 
on the run from a deadly pursuer 
Cathal, played by a bearded 
James Nesbitt. 

Using an ancient form of magic 
to keep themselves hidden from 
their hunter, Irish travellers Mary, 
played by Kate Dickie and her 
teenage son, Fergal - Niall 
Bruton, wind up in the dingy flat. 

It seems their only neighbour is 
a family which includes the 
streetwise and pretty Petronella, 
a Scottish/Romany girl played by 
Hanna Stanbridge who befriends 
Fergal and finds him an oasis in 




the tangle of her life coping with 
her retarded brother and alco¬ 
holic mother. 

Mary is extremely protective of 
her son and for good reason for 
they hide a secret which when 
unleashed leaves a trail of dead 
bodies. She is dedicated to 
keeping her son out of the 
clutches of Cathal but now has 
the added complication of 
keeping him away from any 
romantic entanglement with 
Petronella. 

Cathal using his own style of 
dark magic to hunt his quarry 
creates panic for Mary and her 
son as she discovers he is closing 
in 

Problems 

Using her own blood and pro¬ 
tective symbols around their new 
home Mary uses all her witch-like 
powers to keep prying eyes away 
and to avoid the inevitable show¬ 
down with their Van Helsing-style 
hunter. 

One of the problems with this 
film is it never seems sure of what 
it is, it’s not gory enough and 
takes itself too seriously to be a 
slasher movie. 

It isn’t really scary enough to be 
a full-blown horror film and 
doesn’t really have enough 
special effects to be a sci-fi 
movie. 

There are, as you can imagine, 
the set pieces of the minor char¬ 
acters wondering around the 



dark concrete landscape just 
waiting to be attacked. 

You have to give it to director 
Colm McCarthy he does create a 
menacing arena with his shots of 
the bleak urban surroundings in 
which the characters dwell. 
However, Nesbitt is never fully 
convincing as the brooding 
hunter protected by the ancient 
symbols tattooed into his flesh as 
he goes on his quest. 

He even comes over as a little 
incompetent as the one thing he 
is told about leaving a trail he 
forgets almost immediately. 

Outcast doesn’t really have the 
jump factor as a horror film and 
never really builds the tension 
high enough to keep you on the 
edge of your seat. 

Outcast out on DVD now.

Benefits advice 
is under threat 



DUDLEY’S dedicated one- 
stop benefits advice service 
may be forced to close its 
doors in a bid to save the 
cash-strapped council hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of 
pounds a year. 

The Benefits Shop is under 
threat as the authority strug¬ 
gles to shave £22million from 
next year’s budget. 

The plans came to light at a 
meeting of Dudley Council’s 


cabinet on January 12. Labour’s 
Shaukat Ali told the meeting he 
had heard a “rumour” about the 
closure, and asked the Tory lead¬ 
ership whether it was true. 

“That is a big shock, and very 
worrying,” he said. 

“We are talking about the 
regeneration of Dudley, and to 
lose this would mean a large 
number of staff relocated or made 
redundant.” 

The Benefits Shop, situated in 
the former court building in 
Priory Street, provides free

Councillor David Blood, cabinet 
member for finance, confirmed 
that the Benefits Shop would lose 
£150,000 in the coming financial 
year, rising to £300,000 in the 
third year of cuts, the 2013/14 
financial year. 

However, he added, the author¬ 
ity was considering ploughing 
£100,000 a year of that 
money into redesignat¬ 
ing the service to be pro¬ 
vided by Citizens’ Advice 
Bureau, Dudley Council 
Plus, or other suitable 
organisations. 

“The Benefits Shop is a 
discretionary service,” he 
said. “Further discus¬ 
sions regarding this func¬ 
tion of the council will be 
ongoing.” 

After the meeting, 
Councillor Ali said he 
was saddened to hear the 
office was likely to close - 
and vowed to dig out any 
other “hidden” cuts not 
highlighted in the budget 
report. 

Confusing 

“From the answer I 
got, it certainly sounded 
like it was going to 
happen,” he said. 

“It will be a great loss, 
and will make the system 
more confusing for 
people claiming there. 

“As the opposition, we 
will be going through the 
budget proposals and 
trying to dig out things 
like this, which are not 
mentioned in the outline 
statements published.” 

The budget will go 
before full council in 
March. 


Posts are 
cut at 
fittings 
company 

MORE THAN 60 jobs 
have been axed at a 
Black Country inte¬ 
rior fittings firm after 
the company was put 
into administration. 

Halesowen-based CPL 
Interiors has laid off all 
61 members of staff after 
a number of contracts fell 
through. 

The directors, who pre¬ 
viously boasted an 
annual turnover of 
£21.5million, placed the 
business in the hands of 
administrators KJ 
Watkin & Co of Walsall 
on December 20. 

Staff are thought to 
have been made redun¬ 
dant the following day. 

Alternative 

The firm, which had 
expanded into the 
London fit-out market, is 
understood to have run 
into problems on a con¬ 
tract for the London 
School of Economics 
which is now looking for 
alternative contractors. 

Managing director 
David Lawrence told an 
industry publication: 
“Why would you close a 
business down that 
you’ve invested 17 years 
of your life in, unless you 
had to? 

“Purely and simply we 
got taken by some very 
bad contracts in London 
that wiped us out.” 

CPL head office was at 
the Mucklow Office Park, 
with other bases in Birm¬ 
ingham and London. 

It has four major 
departments, specialis¬ 
ing in fittings and refur- 
bishments for both 
building and motor inte¬ 
riors, new-build projects 
and furniture.

Astra ups its game and takes top spot 



The Astra’s cabin is of higher quality The Astra Ecoflex is the green version of the long-lived model, with good economy 


D ecember saw VauxhaH’s Astra 
return to the top spot as the UK’s 
best selling car for the month. 

In its decades-old battle with the Ford 
Focus and previously the Ford Escort, the 
Astra has often come out on top. 

The battle has been played out across a 
number of scenarios from the Astra GTE 
versus Escort RS Turbo conflict of the late 
1980s to the soft tops of the mid nineties, but 
in these more austere times the contest is not 
to be the fastest or most glamorous, but to be 
the most frugal. 

As might be expected where these two 
vehicles are concerned, the efficiency spe¬ 
cialist line-ups are similar, with both Vaux- 
hall and Ford offering stop-start and 
non-stop-start equipped versions of their 
economical family hatchbacks. 

The non-stop-start versions have a 
cheaper initial purchase price but lose out, 
albeit marginally, in terms of fuel economy 
and emissions. 

With the Astra, this is less of an issue than 
with the Focus because, whereas the addi¬ 
tion of stop-start drops the 1.6-litre diesel 
Focus Econetic from 104g/km to 99g/km C02 
emissions and thus from tax band B to free 
of charge A, the Vauxhall drops from 
109g/km to 104g/km, remaining in tax band 
B. 

The Astra loses that battle, then, but not 
necessarily the war, as it works hard to make 
up for the initial shortcomings elsewhere. 
The biggest thorn in Ford’s side comes in the 
form of the Astra’s interior. 

The Focus’upmarket, high quality interior 


has been a large part of its ‘class-leading’ 
appeal, but the current generation of Astra 
has upped its game in this regard. 

There’s a high quality ambience in the 
cabin, giving the Astra a mini-insignia feel. 
Material quality is very good and plastics are 
soft to the touch but sturdy. In the Exclusiv 
model, soft lighting beneath the gear lever 
surround and in the door handle moulds is a 
premium touch and the chunky, sturdy feel 
to the steering wheel is replicated around 
the interior, in the metal rimmed knobs and 
the solid column stalks. 

The Astra holds its own against its closest 
rival from the outside, too. Like the Focus 


the Astra boasts a contemporary design 
that’s attractive but refined and sensible. 

The Ecoflex model needn’t suffer visually 
for its greener emphasis, either. 17-inch 
alloy wheels are optional, to replace the 
flush-covered steels as standard. The 
revised aero package does little to harm the 
Astra’s attractive exterior lines and the 
automatic aero-flap behind the grille is dis¬ 
creetly hidden. A particularly keen eye may 
even spot the marginally lowered suspen¬ 
sion, which reduces drag alongside the low- 
rolling resistance tyres. 

However, the major changes, although 
still hidden from view, are more noticeable. 


The taller gearing, for example, which comes 
courtesy of a longer final drive ratio, affect¬ 
ing all five-forward gears. The positive side 
is that high speed and long distance cruises 
are more refined thanks to lower rpm. This 
works well with the Astra’s impressive ride 
quality, even on the revised suspension. 

It does result in less inspiring straight line 
performance than some eco rivals, however. 
Using a smaller capacity diesel engine seems 
like an obvious way to reduce fuel consump¬ 
tion and works very well around town, but 
when greater acceleration is required the 
1.3-litre unit does need to be pushed harder 
and kept above 2,500rpm for any real per¬ 


formance. This means the engine remains 
audible in the cabin, too, particularly when 
cold. 

A lower idling speed counters this slightly 
in the standard Ecoflex model, but not as 
much as the zero-idling philosophy of the 
stop-start equipped model. 

On the move, the Astra can hold its head 
high. Ride quality is very good - of benefit to 
driver and passengers - and the chassis is 
responsive but predictable and secure. ESP 
is part of a respectable list of standard equip¬ 
ment (although electric rear windows are 
omitted for weight saving), an important 
factor for a family car. 

Similarly, an accommodating interior 
boosts the family appeal. Boot space behind 
the hatch is conveniently proportioned with 
a bigger opening than initially appears from 
the outside. The rear bench will accept two 
adults with little fuss, too, with good access 
offered by the five-door layout. 

The on-paper figures suggest that the 
Astra hasn’t quite trumped the Focus in the 
battle to be greenest, but the stylish and 
noticeably well-built model is impressive 
enough to keep the contest alive for the fore¬ 
seeable future.

Having examined the very 
small number of machines which 
exhibited this surge phenome¬ 
non, the Kawasaki factory engi¬ 
neers have designed and tested a 
countermeasure which solves the 
problem without affecting any 
facet of the new engine’s out¬ 
standing performance. 

Powerful 

On the limited number of 
machines produced so far, the 
camshaft, valve springs and 
spring retainers for intake valves 
are being replaced to prevent the 
valve spring from surging. 

The same design update is 
automatically being incorporated 
into the ongoing production run 
of the newest and most powerful 
Ninja yet produced. 

Kawasaki sales and marketing 
manager Michael Johnstone con¬ 
gratulated the Kawasaki Heavy 
Industries engineers for their 
work in advance of the antici¬ 
pated start of sales in late 
January.
